Protests in Lexington, 
Louisville call for end 
to police brutality 
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Demonstrators gathered in 
downtown Lexington and 
downtown Louisville Friday 
night and again Saturday in 


solidarity with protesters 
around the country who are 
calling for an end to police 
violence. 

In Lexington, protesters 
marched along several down- 
town streets Friday night, 
blocked some roads and 
walked among cars stopped in 
traffic. They called for an end 
to police brutality and had an 
8-minute “die-in” near Lex- 


ington police headquarters. 
After several hours, the crowd 
dispersed. 

In Louisville, looting and 
vandalism Friday night 
prompted Gov. Andy Beshear 
to deploy the National Guard 
there on Saturday in an effort 
to maintain peace on what was 
expected to be a third night of 
unrest, and Louisville Mayor 
Greg Fischer said the city will 


impose a dawn-to-dusk curfew 
for Saturday and Sunday 
nights. 

“This has gone way beyond 
peaceful protest,” Fischer said 
Saturday at a media briefing. 
He later said many of those 
involved were “anarchists” 
from outside the city, and he 
urged Louisville residents to 
stay home. 

Fischer acknowledged that 
systemic change is needed. 

“There are ways to channel 
the pain and the frustration 
and the energy of this moment 
into something positive, some- 
thing that will create meaning- 
ful change,” he said later Sat- 
urday afternoon.

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Movie 
theaters 
can reopen 
soon, but 
what will 
be playing?

When the Kentucky 
Theatre re-opened to the 
general public after a four- 
and-a-half-year closure due 
to fire damage, it did so with 
a matinee screening of 
“Cinema Paradiso.” The 
1988 Italian film, according 
to longtime manager Fred 
Mills, is “a heart-warming 
story about a young boy and 
his lifelong love affair with 
movies.” 

That film — and its 
themes surrounding the 
personal and cultural impor- 
tance of film-going and the 
theater experience — was an 
ideal vessel to say “We’re 
back!” in 1992, and perhaps 
is an even more fitting 
choice 28 years later as the 
downtown Lexington staple 
welcomes patrons back 
beginning June 1, when 
movie theaters across the 
state are allowed to open 
their doors once more. 

“We've been down now 
since March 17 and, so, we 
thought it would be kind of 
neat to play that film again,” 
Mills said in a phone in- 
terview. 

Like the rest of the na- 
tion’s movie houses that 
re-open next week, the Ken- 
tucky will be void of first- 
run offerings. As theaters 
began to close, major film 
studios — Disney, Universal, 
Warner Bros., etc. — shuf- 
fled their spring and sum- 
mer slates, in some cases 
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Bars can’t open until late June, but 
some have found a legal loophole

Bars, closed since March by 
Gov. Andy Beshear to fight the 
spread of COVID-19, can’t 
reopen until late June. But 


some have figured out a work- 
around for that rule: Food. 

Beshear allowed restaurants 
to reopen May 22 with 33 per- 
cent of indoor seating plus 
outdoor seating. 

At least five Lexington bars 
have received permits to allow 


them to serve food. None of 
them has a kitchen; instead 
they are approved to sell pre- 
packaged food prepared by 
someone else. 

They join some Lexington 
bars that already host pop-ups 
and already have food service 


permits. 

The new “restaurants” are 
legal, but they have to meet 
the state’s Healthy At Work 
guidelines for dining spots, 
such as spacing tables six feet 
apart, limits on capacity and 
servers in masks and gloves. 

Despite that there was a 
hiccup over the Memorial Day 
weekend when a crowd gath- 
ered at one new permit holder 
near the University of Ken- 
tucky campus, resulting in a 


complaint to the health depart- 
ment and a scolding by Be- 
shear. 

Bars and taprooms also host 
food trucks, but that alone 
isn’t enough to qualify for the 
loophole, according to Kevin 
Hall, Lexington-Fayette 
County Health Department 
spokesman. To open right 
now, bars must have the re- 
quired permits.
